Still Informing Himself 

He indicated that he is stil 
the perlod of informing himsel!

Janio Qu idros. He stressed as one 
of his cares of office the coffe 
problem, whose complexities mad 
his job difficult and whose impor 
tance to the Nation was great. 

He spoke frankly about the bud 
get situation, admitting that it is 
enough to frighten even the most 
lay observer. He foresaw a pote! 
tial deficit of Cr$165,000,000,001 
in a budget in which receipts 
would not go above Cr$260,000, 
000,000. The size of the deficit, h: 
stated, was of such proportions 
that it could not be eliminated by 
a mere compression of expendi 
tures. 

Such a situation, the Minister 
declared, might be deemed as 
“catastrophic” and required spe 
cial measures. The usual remedies 
just won't work. 

Domestic Coffee Policy 

The Minister of Finance refused 
to be drawn into a discussion of 
the domestic coffee problems 
Policy has already been laid down 
for the present crop, and this wil! 
remain in effect without altera- 
tion of its general lines. The need 


of greater flexibility in carrying 


out the program will probably 
mean that it will be entrusted to 
other officials. 


About Brazil’s exchange posi- 


tion he spoke only in genera! 
terms saying that the necessary 


reports have not yet been com- 


pleted. But he indicated that after 


taking corrective measures Brazil 
would probably have to ask in- 


ternational creditors for softer 
means of liquidating debts now 
outstanding.

Is Essentially Brazilian in Character 


\ fundamental characteristic of the economic development 
plan of Brazil which is now being carried out in the country is 
its essentially Brazilian character. In electrical expansion, for 
example, the thinking involved covers the whole country and 
the whole population. It is national in scope as distinet from 
being limited by state boundary lines. It is noteworthy, too, 
that there is no regional favoritism and that no geographical 
zone or economic class is singled out for favors. 

An example of this may be found in the present program to 
double the capacity of the Paulo Afonso hydroelectric project. 
The service area of this river water generating station fans out 
to a circumference of more than two hundred and seventy-five 
miles. To the south its transmission lines extend into the city 
of Salvador, capital of Bahia. To the east the cables stretch to 
Recife. State of Pernambuco, and from there go northward 
into the States of Paraiba and Rio Grande do Norte. At this 
moment linesmen are out installing transmission equipment to 
bring electricity into the region of the Cariris, western Per- 
nambuco and Piaut. 

On the Sao Francisco river slightly above Pirapora. in the 
State of Minas Gerais, the Trés Marias is now being built. The 
dam will provide 520,000kw and in addition will aid in the 
waterlevel control of an immense area. The Sao Francisco river 
which will thus be regulated is known as the river of national 
unity beeause it flows through so many states and touches so 
many cities. Onee Trés Marias is in operation the river will be 
open up to Juazeiro in the State of Bahia. in all seasons of 
the vear. It will also guarantee water accumulation for the 
Paulo Afonso dam so that the latter will be aided in doubling 
it. present potential without any further construction. 

Paulo Afonso energy has also been carried to the outskirts 
of Campina Grande, State of Paraiba, to supply power for the 
municipal water service of the city. Tres Marias electricity will 
find its way not only to the State of Minas Gerais but to sur- 
rounding states in a new zone of considerable economic 


importance.
